thorize them. — oppreffors or 
oppreiled, in virtue of laws would 
till nd themfelves eXpO ‘of ‘d in fociety 
to the fame inconv ene neies that they 
luffered in a ftate of nature.

rich and the great, deny liberty. 
The impartiality of the laws con- 
fifts in two points ; to eftabliih cqua- 
lity in the fortune and in the dignity 
of the citizens. From impartial laws 
will refult the greateft happinefs. In 
proportion as the laws eftablifh a juit 
equality, they will become the more 
dear to every citizen. ‘They wili be 
more proper to temperate the paf- 
fions, to give force to reafon, and 
contequently to prevent all injuftice. 
}iow often is avarice, ambition, vo- 
luptuouinets, idlenefs, indolence, en- 
vy, hatred, jealoufy, the fole cauie 
of the mifery and the ruin of {flates. 
Where fortunes are equal, the love 
of riches is unknown ; and where the 
love of riches isunknown, temperance 
and the love of glory and patrioitim 
would be common virtues. Where 
the dignity and the honour of huma- 
nity are equally refpected in all man- 
kind, a certain defire of juttice, of 
honour, and an elevation of foul, 
would predominate, without depreff- 
ing the minds of the citizens. EKmu- 
lation would unfold every virtue, and 
the love of the public good would 
never iutter talents to be hidden, orto 
become dangerous. If fome difor- 
ders thould rife in the ftate, they 
would not be durable ; it would be 
eafy for the magiftrates to apply a re- 
medy ; or rather the force of the con- 
ftitution alone would eftablifii order. 

Thefe would be the happy conie- 
quences where the laws of the repub- 
lic were impartial. Let us now exa- 
mine if the people, living under the 
moit impartial government, were the 
molt powerful, the moit flourifhing, 
and the moft happy. 

The republic of Sparta may give 
us fome light on the fubject. No 
other ftate ever had laws more con- 
formabic to tne order of nature, or of 
equality ; thereiore no other itate ever 
preicrved fo long, or io religioully, its 
It the Spartans were 
-fometimes alarined by ine helots, if at 
HYFeneih they neglected their inflitutions, 
/ ond loit tiew happineds, it appears to 
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me that it was caufed by the remain. 
of fome ancient prejudices, that te 
wiidom of Lycurgus could not &. 
{troy in his fellow-citizens : violatigg 
in regard to the helots, the laws of 
humanity, which they refpeced a

and more burthenfome : the imment mo cqaety: 
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difference that exifted between th 
matter and the flave prepared theming 
of the Spartans to admit, at fom 
time or another, terrible diftinGtions 
between the citizens themfelves.- 
How unhappy had it been for Lace. 
demon, -if Lycurgus had been com 
pelled to have violated the law of equ. 
lity, in leaving to the two branche 
ot the family of Hercules the hered. 
tary mght of poflefling the place d 
firft magiftrate! Can we bebol 
without aftonifhment that the mei 
which made fenators and the epur 
did not alfo make kings that were't 
perior to them? But to have bet 
furprized into fuch a meafure woul 
have caunfed murmur, murmur com 
plaints, and complaints a revolution. 
Lyfander would not have been a 
enemy to his country, if he could 
gilimaiely have poilefved a throne that 
belonged to another family ; to occ 
py a place, of which his talents mat 
him worthy, but of which a pattid 
law deprived him, his ambition ha 
no other refource than that of deftroy- 
ing the government and the laws= 
He filled the republic with intrig 
and riches, with which the ftate cou 
not fubtift; and very foon Lacete- 
mon, peopled with difcontented cit 
zens, and who feared neither flavert 
nor tyranny, began to be fenfible 
the evils that foretold its ruin. 
We are not ignorant of the: fitue 
tion of the Romans under their kings 
We know that the families were! 
tinguifhed by patrician and pleberdh 
and that no law had limited thera 
rice nor the extent of their poffefions

aiter the Romans had carried 
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their victorious arms into Africa and 
Atia.— Lhe more they became rich, 
the more they felt the neceffity of be- 
coming richer. ‘Ihe republic pillag- 
ed the < conquered ; the citizens pilla 
ed the republic. Whilit fome of the 
citizens were as rich as Kings, others 
became indigent and beggars. ‘I'he 
more that fortunes are diiproportion- 
ed, the more vice increafes. From 
this monttrous inequality there {prang, 
from their fource, a forgettulnefs or 
rather a contempt of the ancient laws, 
the moft infamous manners ; the jofs 
of liberty, civil wars, profcriptions 
againft men who dared to have fome 
merit; and that bloody tyranny of 
the emperors, which opened the pro- 
vinces of the empire to troops of bar- 
barians. 

‘The faéts recorded in every hifto- 
ry, are a proof that the impartiality or 
the partiality of the laws was the hap- 
py or the unhap| oy root of every evil. 
‘here is no nation that faw with im- 
punity a family mfe amongft them pri- 
vilezed to command by their rights or 
their riches. In all nations where 
equality is not reipected, juftice will 
have two weights and two meatures. 
Iivery where imperious proud patri- 
cians will ariie, who will think it 
ftrange that nature has condefcended 
to grant to the plebeians, lungs to 
breathe, a mouth to fpeak, and eyes 
to fee. 

Policy 1s fupported only by chime- 
rical illufions whilft the flatters her= 

elf to produce a good without efta- 
blithing impartial laws. Perhaps it 
may fufpend tor fome moments the 
activity of avarice and ambition ; it 
compel them to conceal their 
ufual boidnefs ; but even then, thefe 
paffions will adt in fecret. ae 
indefatigable, always inexhauttible 
refources, they will weary the con- 
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ftancy of policy, and profit by her | 


confufron, to become more imperio aS | 
thanever. What people would have 
corrected themfelves of their vices, if 
a happy revolution had not given ther | 
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a defire of equality by abrogating the 
unjuft. and parial laws to which they 
had been obedient. 

‘Lhis isa fubjeét too important to 
be eafily quitted ; and, that the ftudy 
of hiftory may be the more ufeful to 
us, I muft obierve, that the hiftorians 
in general indicate only the neareft 
caufes of the projperity, or of the ad- 
verfity, of a people. For inttance, 
they tellus, that the difcipline and the 
courage of the Romans, their pa- 
tience, their juflice towards foreign- 


ers, their magnanimity, 4heir love of 


their country, their difinicreftednels, 
were the caules of their elevation.— 
Jt we reft here, we fhall not know 
the real infirements that eftablifhed 
the fortune of the Roman republic.— 
To acquire a jult knowledce, we 
muit ¢o back to the caufe itielt, that 
produced the courage, the patriotifm, 
and the other virtues of the Romans. 
We fhall tind this primitive caufe in 
the juftice and the impartianty of their 
laws; and if a legitiator fhould ne- 
glect to make this the fundamental 
principle of his poticy, all his en- 
deavours to give virtue to his iubjects 
will be ineffectual. 

‘The deftruciion of the Roman re- 
public, is by fome attributed to Sylla, 
Manus, Cefar, Pompey, Octavius, 
and Anthony. Gut taey are wrong. 
Thefe men wouldthave ufefully ferved 
their country, which they deflroved, 
lit Rome had yet prefeived the fame 
laws and manners that formed Camil- 
us and Regulus. 

Lhe Giceks conquered the Per- 
fians, becauie they were as wife, as 
couraceous, and as expert in war, as 
the others were imprudent, cowardly, 
and undiiciplined ; if we fearch for 
the caule of this difference, we may 
learn by what artit 1s poihble to form 
great imen, Vine Greeks love their 
country becaufe they were free, and 
becauie that the quality of every citi- 
zen was undebafed. Lhey had all 
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the virtues and all the talents that were 
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were impastial; in giving preferenc 
only to virtues and to talents, they ep. 
hanced every thing, and loft nothin 
In Perfia, on the contrary, birth plac 
ed by chance a man on the throg 
fcarcely capable of fulfilling the moj 
ob{cure employ. Thefe ordinary 
men had, tor the inftruments of the; 
defi -,, courtiers only, whofe intr. 
gu. and tattery fupplied the place ¢ 
talents, and a populace, accuftomel 
to contempt and to injuries, was per 
fuaded that merit always uiclefs wa 
fometimes injurious to their fortune 

To convince us more and more off 
this important truth, when we real 
the reign of a prince, iluftrious from 
the felicity of his people, or trem the 
Importance of his enterprizes, let ys 
cxainine if this prince did notcop. 
ltantly exert all his citoris to unite 
juttice and inspartiality in his admiti- 

tration. Did he not begin to cori 
cer himielf rather as the agent thus 
the fovereign of his people? in te 
vating the fouls of his fubjects, he eo. 
creafed their dignity. Did he noten- 
deavdur to periuade them, that mer 
only made a diflinction between ihen’ 
He certainly thought that thoie bar- 
barous laws, that debafed humanity, 
debafed and enfeebled aifo his king- 
dom. He would encourage virtue 
and talents by the fame means that he 
would form a well-governed repub- 
lic. 

Let us throw our eyes on Europe, 
we inall iee that each ftate 1s more @ 
lefs happy, in proportion as its 1a 
approximate, more or le{s, to the i 
partiality of nature. ‘Lhe Swedith 
peafant is a citizen, he fhares with the 
other orders of the republic ine qua 
lity of legiflator. Is the Swece the! 
expofed to the fame injuitice, to ™ 
fame vexations, to the fame tyrant} 
as were the Poles, where all w 
were not noble were cruelly facrite 
to the nobles ? Does the Englith 
man, fubmiffive to laws that reip* 
the rights of humanity in the lowe!

There are certainly a much greater 
inumber of men happy in Switzer- 
Hand than inall Furope.befides. ‘The 
Heafon is, becaufe the laws, more *.n- 
partial than any where elfe, put men 
Inore on a natural equality . Inthat 
piace one citizen is not more than ano- 
ther. here they fear oniy the laws, 
sand theie they love alfo, becaufe that 
iby them they are protected, IT or- 
tunes, neither too great, nor too 
Himall, mipire neither the fpirit of ty- 
fanny nor thar of flavery. Wie 
lunptuary laws, in rendering great 
riches ufelefs, prevent the defire of 
them, and temper ali the pathons. — 
tis this wife economy that fupports 
uu 10n and peace betw een Cantons un- 
equal in force, and which have diffe- 
bs governments and religions. — 
Anhey are neiot ibours ; 1everiiciels 
they are without yea louly, without 
pivaifhip, and without hatred.— Even

Inthe year.1765, when the prefent 
duke ot Cocrland, then heredita: 
prince, refided at Berlin, he paid a

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fo contented with his condition, and 
fo attached to his friends, that he 
would not, merely for felf-interett, 
quit Berlin. His refutal, however, 
obtained for him a penfion of 150 
doilars from the king. 

Befides the before-mentioned ma- 
chines, he conftructed, occafionally, 
feveral ufetul models. Among. thete 
were a loom for weaving figured 
ftufts, fo contrived that the weav- 
er had no need for any thing to fhoot 
through the woot ; a pedometer for 
putting in the pocket; a convenient 


and {imple bed for a fick perfon, whiciv 


was of fuch a nature that the patient, 
with the fmaileft jirength, could at 
any time raite or lower the, breatt, 
and when neceffary convert the bed 
into a ftool; and a carriage fo form- 
ed, that if the hories took fright, or 
ran away, the perfon in it could, by 
a {ingle puth, loofen the pole, and 
fet them at liberty. The two latt 
models have been loft. 

Every machine that this fingular 
man faw, he altered and improved in 
the fimpleftt manner. Al! his own 
inftruments he made himielf, and re- 
paired them when damaged. but as 


he was fonder of inventing than of 


tollowing the plans of others, he made 
themin tuch a manner that no owe 
except himfelf could ufe them.  Se- 
veral of his improvements were, how- 
ever, unitated by Common workmen, 
though im avery clumfy manner. = It 
is worthy of remark, that he never 
beitowed ftudy upon any thing ; but 
when he had once conceived an idea, 
he immediately executed it. He com- 
prehended, in a moment, whatever 
was propofed; and, at the fame 
time, fuw how it wasto be accom- 
plifhed.. He could, theretore, tell in 
an infiant whether a thing was prac- 
ticable : af he dicught it was not, no 
periuafion Or ofk I of MOj1ecy could 
induce him to attemp: ut. He never

education or inftruction ; and though

this may be afcribedtothe intercoyps 
he had with great mathematicians and 
philofophers, there 1s every reafon to 
believe, that he would have equally 
guarded againft them, even if he had 
not enjoyed that advantage. The 
fame quicknefs of apprehenfion which 
he manitefted in mechanics, he thew. 
ed alfo in other things. His obfer. 
vations on moft fubjects were judici. 
ous, and peculiar to himfelf; fo tha 
it may be faid, without exaggeration, 
that he was born with a philotophical 
mini. 

With regard to his moral charac. 
ter, he was very different from thof 
of the fame clafs. Though he fill 
retained fomething of the manners of 
his former condition, his muld and 
civil deportment rendered his compe 
nv and converfation agreeable. He 
poffefled a good heart, and his lite 
was fober and regular. “Uhoughi he 
wasevery day welcome at the bef t- 
bles, he ftaid for the moft pata 
home, through choice ; went 00 
market for his own provitions, which 
he cooked himfelf; and was as cot- 
tented over his humble meal as Curs 
was over his turnips. 

A little before his death, he had 
the pleature of teeing a curious harp- 
fichord he had made, and which was 
purchated by his Pruthan majelty, 
placed in an elegant apartment in the 
new palace, at Potidam. | 
for fome time neglected this infin 
ment, the too creat attention whid 
he bettowed on putting it in order, 
contributed not a little to bring on that 
difeafe which at lait proved fatal to 
him. His clock having become de 
ranged duting his illnets, he coul 
not be prevented, nuotwithflanding 
admonition of his friend and phylicial 
Dy. Stahis, from repairing it. Clo

it expofing the pluilofophy of 
10rd Bolingbroke ; ; an admirable pet- 
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formance, fraught with knowle< Ige, 
and adorned with eloquence, {uperior 
to that, which he afpired to imitate ; 
but which met no ardent or even fa- 
vourable arian on from the public. 

Mr. Burke, too confident in his 
own matchlefs powers, to be difcou- 
raged by the Inattention and difregard 
of the public, in the fame year pub- 
lifhed his celebrated ‘T'reatife on the 
Sublime and Beactiful. This {plen- 
did production of genius excited early 
attention, and made the name of! 
Burke feanifien amonegft ail literary, 
men. ‘The hiftorians Hume and Ro- 
bertion were now rifing into notice, 
and Mr. Burke, eminently qualified 
for hiftorical refearch, as his * Vin- 
dication of Natural Society’ had e- 
vinced, formed the plan of writing 
fome hiftorical performance; he laid 
his plan before Dodfley, and the re- 
{ult was * the Annual Regifter for the 
year 1758.’ Mr. Burke continued 
to furnifh ‘ the Hiftory of Europe’ 
for this celebrated work, from this 
time to the year 1789, when it was 
committed to lefs able hands. ‘Uhe 
book{eller, who is now the proprie- 
tor of the copy-right of this work, 
would, perhaps, ind his account in 
felecting the Hiftory of Europe from 
1758 to 1789, and publifhing it un- 
der the name of the real writer of that 
very interefting and important art:- 
cle. 

Until the year 1761, Mr. Burke 
had no connection with public men. 
In that year he accompanied Mr. Ha- 
milton to Ireland, to whom he ren- 
dered very important fervices, and by 
whom he was rewarded, by having 
a penfion procured for him of 3001. a 
vear on the Infh ettablifhment. In 
the year 1764, we find him in no 
pub slic employme it, b: . eager in lite- 
rary puriuits, and pail fing the leliure 
hour witha + albiline of wits, whofe WIit- 
ings ihed a luftre on our age and 
country. Though the brighteft ftar 
in this glorious conttellation, the mo- 
ments Which Mrs Burke pafied in the 
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WALKER’S 


company of Sir Jofhua Reynolds, Dr. 
Jehnfon, Mr. Beauclerk, and Dr. 
Goldfm ith, could not be lott. 

Inthe year 1765 he was introduced 
to Jord Rockingham, upon his being 
appointed firft lord of the treafury, 
in the capacity of the marquis’s pri- 

vate fecretary. Lord Verney now 
caufed him to be chofen reprefentative 
for the borough of Wendover, and 
thus commenced the parliamentary ca- 
yeer of the greate {t orator that ever 
{poke in this national council. Mr. 
Burke now obtained prohtable em- 
ploymenis for his near relations, and 
lord Rockingham advanced him upon 
bond (w hich was afterwards cancelled 
and the money became a gifi) the fum 
Of 23,000}. 

With this money Mr. Burke 
bought the cltate at Beaconsteld, and 
entered upon a plan of expentive lhiv- 
ing, which undermined his mdepen- 
dence, and laid the foundation ot all 
the errors of his atter life. 


‘This minitry, however, foon ex- 
pired, and Mr. Burke became the 


leading opponent of the tucceeding mi- 
niiiry. His memorable ipeeches on 
the taxation of America, then be- 
come the iubject of awiul diicufhon, 
made his name refound through tie 
univerle, as the friend of mankind, 
wielding the thunder of Tleaven, and 
directing it againit the oppreiiors of 
his fpecies. “WwW hen, aiter this, the 
nation was agitated by the proceedings 
againtt W) kes, Burke ' defended tie

FIRST DUKE OF OR- 
MOND. 


JAMES, 


(Some domeftic information relative to 
his life and charaéter.) 


N the reftoration, the duke (then 
marquis of Ormond) fhared in 


hismafter’s happy return, being made 


lord fteward of his majetty’s houf- 
hold, high fteward of Weitminifter, 
Kington, and Briftol, lord lieutenant 
of the county of Somertfet, and chan- 
cellor of the univerfity of Dublin.— 
And whereas the county palitinate of 
Tipperary was in his grandfather’s 
time forfeited to the crown, which did 
not then extend to the whole county, 
his majefty now granted him the re- 
fitution of it, andto comprehend the 
whole county, as it afterwards paffed 
by act of parliament in 1663; to 
which his lordfhip gave the roval af- 
fent.* 

In July, after the reftoration, he 
was created earl of Brecknock, and 
baron Butler of Lanthony, in Eng- 
land; and on the 30th of March fol- 
lowing, duke of Ormond, in Ireland ; 
and in the April tollowing, carried 
the crown at his majefty’s coronation. 
N November 1661, his grace Was 
eclared lord licutenant ot lreland ; 
where things not going on to colonel 
albot’s + mind, in reterence to fome 
tf his friends and countrymen, he 
amé€ very daringly to tax his grace 
Merem ; and it looked fo like a chal-

lenge, that his grace, immediately 
meeting his majeltv, defired to know 
if it were his pleafure, that at that 
time of day, he fhould put off his 
doublet, and fight duels with Dick 
Talbot. ‘ No, no!’ cried the king; 
upon which the colonel was fent to 
the Tower until the heat was over. 
Though his adminittration in Ire- 
land was executed with integrity, and 
a {plendor hitherto unknown even to 
that high ftation, he had his enemies 
both there andhere. ‘here, on ac- 
count of the operation of the act of 
fetilement, which it was impoflible fo 
to frame as to give content to all; 
andhere, on account of various poli- 
tical court intrigues. Hume, in his 
Hittory of the Reign of Charles the 
Second, recites, with feeling, the 
flichts this refpeétable and meritorious 
nobleman fuffered from the court, but 
he does not ftate the cafe. ‘The fa& 
was, the duke was ftrictly connected 
in friendihip with thofe two virtuous 
and great characters, lord chancellors 
Clarendon and the lord treafurer 
Southampton ; and as neither of thote 
three noblemen debafed themfelves by 
offering fervile cortplaifances to the 
king’s miftreffes, and particularly the 
duchefs of Cleveland, it was tie 
mided, after the death of Southampten, 
and the bani{hment of Clarendon, to 
get rid of the duke of Ormond. | 
For this purpofe feveral intrigues 
Were commenced ; but finding his ma- 
jefty till attached to his old and taith- 
ful fervant, and knowing the power- 
"ful afcendant the duke of Buckingham 
had over him, they intrigued with a 


_ party in parliament, as weil zs at 


court, to procure a pardon for Buek- 
ingham, who had, at this time ab- 
{canded, for killing the earl of Shrewd- 
bury in a duel. On his return to 
court, the king’s miftrefics and their 
friends, which were pumerous, put 
all tiicis cords into his hands ; and this 
man, who was at once the delight 
and difgrace of the circles tie lived in, 
fo poifoned his majeity’s ear, se his 
the 
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, 


(the duke’s) difgrace was determined 
on. 

Previoufty to this, his grace had 
been a fecond time lord liewtenant of 
freland ; and though the laft time he 
went he cetried over with him the act 
of explanation, which was'to fupply 
the defects of the a@ of fettlement, 
and which concrhated, in a‘great mea- 
fare, “all ranks of people to ms admini- 
firation, his enemits ‘here never loft 
fight of im. They now attacked 
him on the topic of expence, andthe 
want of due economy ; and, though 
even here they brought no formal ac- 
cufation againft lim, they gained fo 
far on his majefty’s mind that he re- 
called him from the government of 
Ireland in 1668. 

Lord Roberts was his fucceffor ; 
but this nobleman, it was thought, 
was only fent as a {py to find out and 
expofe the errors of the lait admunt- 
{tration ; he therefore remamed in Ifre- 
land but nine months when he was re- 
called, and fucceeded bv lord Berke- 
ly. 

All thofe fecret intrigues, which the 
duke was weil acquaiiuted with, could 
not but affect his mind, particularly as 
he had fuffered a ten years banifhment 
from his ‘countty, ‘his fortune, and 
friends, and had feveral times put his 
life into imminent danger, m_ for 
warding the fervices of his mafter ; 
but it was the temper of Charles to 
live without reflection ; hence he was 
the creature of his favourites who, 
finding out the art of flattering his 
paffions, often repaid themfelves at 
the expence of their mafter’s ho- 
nour.

Burns and Scalds. Extraéts from 
Mr. Cleghorn’s Letters to John 
Hunter, E/q. being an Account of 
a method of curing Burns and 


Sc a“ lds. 


F the fingers, hands, or lower parts 
of the arms be injured, they fhould 
be immediately immerfed in cold vit- 
egar—if other parts of . the body be 
burned or fcalded, let cloths wetted 
with vinegar be laid upon them, 
taking care that the cloths are kept 
continually wetted with freth vine- 
gar; and this in flight cafes, if carly 
and confiantly applied, will effect 4 
cure without any other application. 
In two or three hours after the appl 
cation of it, the patient will find 
eafe ; but as inflammation and heat 
may perhaps return, and if notattent- 
ed to produce a fore, the vinegal 
muft be applied to as often as ally 
painful fenfation comes on. But ! 
it fhould happen, either through neg- 
lect of ufing the vinegar fpcedilys-0 
,lot continuing it long enough, that 
the part fhould blifter and degenera® 
into a fore, it will readily heal by 
ufing chalk and_ poultices hereafte 
mentioned. <° 
Infevere burns and fcalds thew 
gar muit be conitantly applied for tet 
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or twelve hours, after which a bread 


-and milk poultice muft be put on, and 


remain for eight hours, and when it 
‘< removed the fores muft be covered 
entirely with chalk finely powdered, 
and as much mutt be ufed as will quite 
abforb the matter upon the fores, and 
appear quite dry all over them. A 
frefh poultice is then laid all over the 
whole, and the fame fort of dreffing 
with chalk and poultice 1s to be re- 
peated morning and evening ull the 
{ores are healed. In cafes where there 
are Jarge blifters, they muit be opened 
with a needle in different parts, and 
the water muit be gently prefled out 
with a linen cloth, then apply vine- 
gar, &cc. as above directed.

| ple than Covent-garden theatre, where

Extraordinary Charaéter of the Car- 
dinal Xiienes. 


RANCIS XIMENES was born 
; at Torrelaguna, in Old Cathie, 
min 1437, and itudied at Alcala and 
Abe! Salamanca. He then wentto Rome:

own hands. He at no time uled linen, 
but commonly clad im hair-cloth ; 
flept always in his habit ; moft fre. 
guently onthe foor or on boards, 
and rarely ina bed. He did not tafe 
any of the delicacies which appeared 
at histable, but fatished himfelf with 
that fimple diet which the rule of his 
order preicribed, = Notwichftanding 
thefe peculiarities, {o oppolite to the 
manners of the world, he poffeffed a 
thorough knowledge of its affairs, and 
difcovered talents for bufinefs which 
rendered the fame of his wiidom equal 
to that of his fanctty.’ His tir 
care was to provide for the necefhities 
ot the poor; to vifit the churches 
and lioipitals ; to purge his dioceie of 
ufurers and places of debauchery ; to 
degrade piveshbes td judges, and pi ce mM 
their room perfons whom he knew 
to be diftinguithed by their probity 
and difintereftednefs. He erected a 
famous univerfity at Alcala ; and m 
1499 founded the college of St. Ilde- 
phonto. ‘Uhree vearsafter he under 
took the Poh yglot Bible ; and for that 
purpote fent for many learned men to 
come to him at Toledo, purchafed 
feven copies in Hebrew for four thou- 
fand crowns, and gave a great price 
tor Latin and Greek manutcripts. 
At this bible they laboured above 
twelve years. It contains the Hebrew 
text of the bible ; the verfion of tie 
I H with a literal tranflation ; 
that of Si. Jerom, and the Chaldee 
eget fes of Onkelos ; and Aime- 
nes ad dded to ita diGtionary of the He- 
brew and Chaldee words contained 10 
the bible. This work is called Xr 
menes’s Polyglot. In 1597 Pope 
Julius Uf. gave him the cardinal’s hat, 
and king ber linand the Catholic en- 
trufted him with the adminiftration of 
affairs. Cardinal Ximenes was from 
this moment the foul of every thing 
that pafled in Spain. He diftinguill- 
ed himfelf at the beginning of his 
muniiiiy by dilcharging tine poe 
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| confirmed 
| cardinal immediately made a_ reform 
| of the officers of the fupreme council 
and of the court, and put a ftop to 
| the oppreffion of the grandecs. 
| vindicated the rights of the people 
 againft the nobility ; and as by the

converts, among whom was a prince 
of the blood of che kings of Granada. 
In rg90 Cardinal Ximenes extended 
the dominions of Ferdinand, by tak- 
ing the city of Oran in the kingdom 
of Algiers. [te undertook this con- 
quell at his ownexpence, and ma rch- 
edin perion at the head of the Span- 
ih army. clothed in his pontifical or- 
nmaments, and accompanied by a great 
number of eccliefiaftics and monks. 
Some time after, foreieeing an ex- 
iaordinary fcarcity, he erected pub- 
lic pranaries at ‘Voledo, Alcala, and 
Torrelaguna, and had them filled 
with comat his ownexpence; which 
eained the people’s hearts to fuch a 
degree, that to preierve the memory 
of this noble action they had an eulo- 
sium upon it cut on marble, in the

‘This was vi- 
goroully oppotfed by the nobles ; but 
by his intrepidity and fuperior ad- 
drefs he carried his point. He then 
endeavoured to dirainith the poffef- 
tions of the nobility, by reclaiming 
all the crown-lands, and putting a 
{top to the pentions granted by the 
late King Ferdinand. ‘This addition 
made to the revenues enabled him to 
diicharge all the debts of Ferdinand, 
and to eflablifh magazines of warlike 
{ftores. The nobles, alarmed at 
thefe repeated attacks, uttered loud 
complaints; but, betore they pro- 
ceeded to extremities, appointed {ome 
orandees of the firft rank to examine 
the powers m confequence of which 
heexercifed acts ot uch high autho- 
rity. Ximenes received them’ with 
old civility ; produced the teftament 
of Ferdinand, by which he was ap- 
pointed regent, together with the ra- 
tification of that deed by Charles. 
‘To both thele they objeted ; and he 
endeavoured to cltablifh their validity. 
As the converfation grew warm, he 
led them infenfibly to a balcony, from 
which they hada view of a large bo- 
dy of troops under arms, and of a 
formidable train of artillery. * Be- 
hold,’ faid he, pointing to thefe, 
and railing his woice, ‘the poweys 
which [ have received from his Ca- 
tholic majefty ' With thete [ covern 
Cafule ; and with thefe I will govern 
it, till the king, your mafter and 
mine, takes: poflefion of his kine- 
dom!’ A declatation fo bold and 
haughty filenced them, andattonifhed 
their affociates. ‘They faw that: he 
was prepared for his detence, and 
laid atide all thoughts of a general 
confederacy againtt his: ad; 
tion. At length. trom the repeated 
intreaties of Ximenes, aud the impa+ 
tient murmurs of the Syanih minif= 
try, Charles V. embarked, and land- 
edin Spain, accompanied by his ta- 
vourites. Ximenes was advancing 
to the coaft to meet him, but at Bos 
K’quulos was jeized with a violent 
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diforder, which his foliowers con- 
fidered as the effects of poifon. ‘Uhis 
accident obliging XAimenes to ftop, 
he wrote to the king, and with his 
uiual boldnefs adviled him to difmits 
allthe ftrangers in his train, whofe 
number and credit already gave oij- 
feice to the Spaniards, and earnefily 
defired to have an interview with 
him, that he might inform him of the 
itatc of the nation, and the tensper 
of tus fubje&t. ‘To prevent this, not 
only the Fiemings, but the Spanith 
eradees, employed all their addrefs to 
kecp Charles at adiftance from Aran- 
da, the place to which the cardinal 
had removed. His advice was. now 
flighted and defpifed. Atmenes, con- 

{cious of his own integrity and merit, 

expected a more grateful return from 

a prince to whom he delivered a 

kingdom more flourifhiag than it had 

been in any former age, and a more 

extenfive authority than the mott 1l- 

luttrious of his anceftors had ever pof- 

felled; and lamented the fate of his 
country, about to be ruined by the 
rapacioufnefs and infolence of to- 
reion favourites. While his mind 
was agitated by thefe paflions, he re- 

ceived w letter from the king ; im 

which, after a few cold and formal 

expreflions of regard, he was allow- 
ed to retire to a diocefe ; and he ex- 
pired afew hours after reading it in 

1517, in the eighty-firft year of his 

age.

jections to the meafure. He faid he was extreme 
ly fhocked to fee the agent of a foreign cabinet rig 
up inthe aflembly that ought to reprefent the 
lrifh nation, and oppofe a motion that was 
on the acknowledged ani deplored COrTUptigg 
which had been tmported from his country, Such 
an oppofition.was a proof of the charge, which 
he was aftonithed he could venture uponat foay, 
ful acrifis. He doubted whether the cha 
of this proof, of it wou!d appear mot Odioys 
However, he would examine the objeétions, ’ 
is faid it ts notthe tme.-—This argument, he 
faid, had become a jeft in Ireland, for it ha 
been ufed in all times, in war, in peace, in quig 
in difturbance.. It was the miferable cilatory ne 
of perfevering and ftupid corruption, that with 
to poftpone its fate by a promife of amendmen 
which it was refolved never to perform. Reform 
had become an exception to the proverb thy 
lays, there is a time for all things, but for pr. 
form there is no time, becaufe at all timescorn 
tion is more profitabie to its authors than publi 
virtue and profperity, which they know mut be 
fatal to theirviews. As to the prefent time, he 
faid that the objections to it were a compound of 
the moft unbluihing impudence and folly, For 
footh, it would feem asif the houfe had yielled 
through fear, On this Mr. Curran in a very ly 
dicrous manner, expofed the notions of perfona 
bravery or fear, as applied to a public aflembly, 
and ob/erved that he knew no cowardice fo deli. 
cable as the fear of feeming to be afraid. To tf 
afraid of danger was not an unnatural fenfation, 
but to be brave in abfurdity and in juftice, merely 
from feosr of having your fenfe ox honetty imput 
ed to yourtapprehentfion, was a ftretch of folly 
which he had never heard of before. But the 
time he faid, was pregnant with arguments vey 
different indeed from thofe he had heard; bs 
meant he faid, the report of the fecret committee, 
and the dreadful (tate of the country. The 0 
ligatiom was, that the people were not to have 
jultice, becaufe a rebellion exilted within, an 
becaule we haian enemy at our gatese=becault 
forfvoth, reform wus only a precext, and fepare 


gueftion. He confidered it firit,as a meafure of tivn wisthe object of the leaders. He laboured 
juice. With refpect to the Catholics, and the very anxioufly to thew that if rebellion exilted 


every good juoject ought to be detached from te 
But if an enemy threatened toinvade us, 1 
only common fenfe to detach every fubje& from 
the hoftile (tundard, and bring him back to his due 
ty and his couniry. 

He rouched upon the prefent miferable ftate of 
Ireland --ics dittra¢tions, its diftreffes, Its bank 
ruptcy; they were the etiects of the wat 
it was the duty of the authors of that war to & 
concile the people by the moit timely andl 
juttice , the utmoit phytical itrength fhould » 
called forth—ane that could bs done only by # 
on. This, he faid, was a fubject fo tremendous 
ne would the 


people at large, he gave a very feeling defcription 
of the fituajion of Catholics in former times, 
groining under the malignant folly of penal laws, 
wandering tike herds upon the earth 5 gathere 
under fome chread-bare grandee who came to 
Dublin, danced attendance at the caftle, was 
frniied on by the fecretary, and carried back to 
his miferable countrymen the grecious promife of 
they were no 
lonzer mean dependants, but owners of their 
country, and clsiming finp'y aad boldly as ditth- 
mer. Lhe natio sal privileges of mech, anu natives 
oF the rcountry. Upon this part of the queit.on 
variety of very interciting tones be dad Os with to dwell on it, : 
leave it 3 he would fupoorta reform 00 “a 
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merite, and on ameafure of internalipeace at this 

moit momentous juncture. Its merits, he faid, 

were admitted by the objection to the time, be- 

cauie the objection admitted that at any other 

rime it would be proper. For 20 years paft no 

man of any nove In England or ireland who did 

not confider che neceflity of ita maximethey al! 

fw and confefied that the people were not repre- 

fanted, and that they had not the benefit of a 
mixed monarchy. ‘They had a monarchy which 

sbforbed the two other eftates, and therefore they 
bad the infupportableexpence of a monarchy, an 
ariftocracy and a cemocracy, without the fimpli- 
city or energy Of any oneof thofe forms of go- 
vernmem. In Ireland this was peculiarly fatal, 
bhecaufe the honeft reprefentation of the people 
was fwallowed in the corruption and intrigue of a 
cabinet of another country. From this he de- 
duced the low eitate of the Irifh people; their 
honett labour was watted in pampering their be- 
travers, inttead of being employed, as it ought 
be, in accommodating themfelves and their 
children. On thefle miferable conlequences of 
corruption, ag which all were the fatal efrects 
of inadequate reprefentation, he faid he did not 
with to dweli-- To expatiate too much on them 
might be unfafe——but to fupprefs thern would be 
treafon to the public. $* was faid, that reform 
was only a pretence, and that feparation was the 
real obje€t of ieaders 5 if this be fo, faid he, 
confound the leaders by deitroyin, rie preiext, 
ant take the followers to yourfeives You fay 
they ate 190,000—1 firmly believe there is three 
times the-numoer—eio much the better for you 
emit thefe ieduceis €an attach fo many followers 
to rebellion by the hope of reform through biood, 
how much more readily will you engage them, 
not by the promife but the poffeflion, and with- 
outblood ? You allude, faid he, to the Britith 
feet ; learn from it to avoid the fatal counfe- 
quence that may follow even a few days delay of 
jufice. It was faid to be only a pretext; he 
was convinced, he faid, of the contrary; he 
was convinced the peopie were fincere, and would 
be fatistied by it. Hethought fo from the per- 
leverance in petitioning for itfor a number of 
years ; he thought fo, becanfe he thought a mo 

narchy, properly balanced by a fair reprefentation 
of the people, gaveas perfect liberty as the moit 
celebrated republicsof old 3 but, faid he, of the 
real attraction of this objeét of reform, you 
have a proof almott miraculous; the defire of 
reform has annihilated religious antipathy, and 
united the country. In the buttory of mankind, 
he faid, it was the only inftance of fo fatal a re- 
ligious fanaticifm being difcarded by the good fer- 
vce of mani nd, intlead of dying flowly by the 
developementof its folly. And he was perfuad- 
ed thie Ais thrown out this night to make the 
citteromt fects jealous of each other, would be a 
cetemwed tricky and would only unite them {till 
_— Closeiy, The Citholics had given a pledge 
to thelr countrymen of their fincerity and their 
Zeal, which Could not fail or producing the mott 
hrm reliance ; they had ivdlemnly difclaimed ail 
Mies Of what was calles emancipation, except as 
*PerCOf that reform without which their Prefby- 
de orethren could not be free. Lattly, he 
‘dy relorm wasa neceflury change of mildnefs 
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for coercion; the latter had been tried; what 
was its fuccefs ? The convention bill was paffed 
to punifh the meetings at Dungannon, and thofe 
of the Catholics: the government confidered the 
Catholic concefiions as defeats that called for 
vengeance, and cruelly have they avenged them ; 
but did that aét or thofe which followed it put 
down thofe meetings > The contrary was the 
faét. It concealed them moft foolfhly. When 
popular diicontents are abroad, a wile government 
fhould put them intoan hive of glais? you hid 
them. The affuctation at firft was {mailethe 
earth feemed to drink it as a rivulet—bur it only 
difappeared for a teafon. A thoufand ftreams, 
through the fecret windings of the carth, found 
their way to one courie, and iwelled its waters, 
uncil.at jaf, too mighty to be contained, it burft 
Out a great river, fertilizing by its exundations, 
or rerrifying by its cataraéts. This, he faid, 
was the effeét of our penal codem—it fwelled fedi- 
tion into rebellion. What elie could be hoped 
from a fyftem of terrorifm fear is the mot 
tranfient of all the paflions, it is the warning 
that nature gives for felf prefervation. But when 
fatety is unattainable, the warning muft be ufe~ 
lefs, and nature does not therefore give it, Ad- 
miniftration, therefore, miflook the guahty of 
penal laws 5 they were fen: out to abolish convene 
ticies, but they did nut pais the threthold, they 
{food centinels at the gates. You thought that 
penal laws, like great dogs, would wag their 
tuils to their mafters, and bark only at their enee 
mies. You were miftaken—they turn and de- 
vour thofe they were meant to protect, and were 
harmlefs where they were intended to deftroy. 
Gentlemen I fee Jaugh 5 I feethey are fill very 
ignorant of the nature of fear, it cannot lait; 
neither while is does, can-it be concealed. The 
feeble glimmering of a forced {mile is a light that 
makes the cheek look paler. ‘Truft me, iaid 
Mr. Curran, the times are too humanized for 
fuch fyftems of government. Humanity will 
not execute them, but humanity wili abhor them, 
and thofe who with to rnle by fuch means. This 
isnot theory ; the experiment has beentried and 
proved it. Wehoped much, and, I doubt not, 
meant well by thofe jaws, but they have mifera- 
bly failed us; itis time to try milder methods, 
You have tried to force the people : the rage of 
your penal laws was a ftorm that only drove them 
i9-groups tofhelter. Your convention law give 
them that organization which ts juitly an cbject 
of fuch alarm; and the very proclamation feem3"to 
have giventhemarms. Before it is too late, there- 
fore, try the better force of reafon, and conciliate 
them by juftice and humanity. The period of coe 
ercion im irelandis gone, nor can it ever return uotil 
the people fhall recura to the folly aad to the aa- 
tural weakneis of difunion, Neither, faid be, 
let us talk of innovation—-the progreis of nature 
is no innovation. ‘The increaie of people, the 
growth of the mind, is no innovation, it is ny 
way alarming, unlefs the growth “f our minds 
lag behind. {f we think otherwite, and think 
ic an innovation to cepart from the folly of oue 
infancy, we fhould come here tn our iwac iling 
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to the fyitem of peace now “propofed, you muft 
take it onits principles--they are fimply two, 
the abolition of religious difabilities, and the 
reprefentation of the people. Iam confident the 
efieéts would be every thing to be wifhed. The 
prefent alarming difcontent will vanifh, the good 
will be f«parated from the ill-intentioned ; the 
friends of mixed government in Ireland are ma- 
ny; every fenfible'man muft fee that it gives 
all the enjoyment of rational liberty, if the peo. 
ple have their due place inthe ftate. This fyf- 
tem would make us invincible againft a foreign 
or domeflic enemy ; It would make the empire 
ftrong at this important crifts 5 it would reftore 
tous liberty, indufty and peace, which I am 
fati fied can never by any other means be reftored. 
“Inftead, therefore, of abufing the people, let us 
remember that there is no phyfical ftrength but 
theirs 5 and conciliate them by juftice and reafon. 
Tam cenfured heavily for having ated for them 
in the late profecytions I feel no fhame at fuch 
a charge, except that at fucha time as this, that 
to acfznd the people, fhould be he'd out as an im- 
putation upon a king’s council, when the people 
are profecuted by the ftate. Ithink, fhid he, 
every counfel is the property of his fellow fub- 
jects. If, indeed, becaufe i wore his najetty’s 
gown, I had declined my cuty, or done it weak- 
Jy and treacheroufly 5 1f I had made that gown a 
man‘le of hypocrify, and betrayed my client, or 
facrificed him toany pertonal view, I might, per- 
haps have been been thought wifer by thofe who 
have blamed me, but 1 thould have thought my- 
felt the bafeft. villain upon earth. Mr. Curran 
concluded, after a great variety of ve-y inter- 
efiing obfervations, with faying that the plan of 
peace propofed by a reform, was the only means 
he and his friends thought left to fave us. It was 
certainly a time for decifion, and not for half 
meafures. He agreed that unanimity at th’s time 
was indifpeniable. The houfe feemed preity 
Near'y u animous for force 5 he was forry for it, 
for he boded the worft from it 3 he would retire 
frem afcene where he cou'ddo no good, where 
he certainly would interrupt that unanimity. He 
could not, however, he faid, go without a parte 
ing entreaty, that men would refle@t on the aw- 
ful refponfidility in which they flood to their 
country and to their confcience, before they fet 
an example to the people of abandoning the con- 
flicuticn and the law, and reforting to the terrible 
ex. edient of force. 

Mr. Grattan obferved that the gentlemen who 
obiedt to the motion, rely on a cavil, which fep- 
putes the motion admitted the Roman Catholics 
jnio the church, as well the ftate and the 
parliament. ‘They know the motion does no fuch 
thing 5 i propounds that difabilities thould ceale, 
and then it exprefies what thofe difabilities are, 
viz. © difabiiities to fit in parliament, or hold of- 
fices of Itate.” It flates a general priaciph: Of On .« 
cord, and applies that principle to the only points 
to which it is applicable--civil, military, and 
pulnical fituations ; and the objection can have 
no other view than to excite am apprehenfion 
mm the church, and create rife alarm under pre- 
texiof religion,--Of the iame kind is that other 
obiection whic would excite ay alarm for the 
Figits and privileges of cities and corporace towns ; 
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What are the rights and privileges of cities and 
cerporate towns to return “members to ferye In 
parliament ? nething, except in a few Cities and 
towns 3 nothing, no fuch right exiits, the proptie. 
tors of boroughs have taken that right away, the 
have made public tight private property ; they 
have left indeed to the town the name of the te, 
turn, and have impofed on the town the hardhhip 
and infult of their own nomination. Thefe are 
the perfons who now call out for the rights ang 
privileges of cities and corporate towns 5 perfons 
who would not be in this houfe if they had not 
ufurped thofe rights and thofe privileges, and who 
now object to this plan, not becaufe it abolithes, 
bur becaufe it reftores to cities and towns thofe 
rights which themfelves abolifiied, and do not like 
to reftore. We have conficered the fate of 
towns and cities, and find there are not 12 which 
are free ; and with rezard to fuch, inflead of a 
bolifbing the right of reprefentation, we have by 
the plan greatly extended iteegreat/y extended it; 
tor in large and free cities, initead of two mem. 
bers the return would be more 3 for initance, in 
Dubtinit would be perhaps eight 5 in Cork, per. 
haps four; in every city or town which contained 
5000 houles, two3 in every city or town which 
contained :efs, the proportion of reprefentation 
would be according to the proportion of houles, 
in wnich cities or towns every perfon having a 
houfe of a certain value for a cer ain time, as 
weil as every perfon exercifing a trade for a certain 
time, would have a vote; fo that this plan which 
‘he obje€tors fay excludes great towns and cities, 
notonly incluses them in a greater proportion of 
elective power than at prefent, but includes, with- 
in the limits of fuch places, feveral defcriptions of 
perfons who were before totally excluded§ t0- 
cludes not only more commercial towns, botin- 
cluues what the borough fyitem excluded, com- 
mercial property and commercial population 
We had two ideas with refpeét to certain great 
towns and cities, one was to preferve them as wey 
are, the other to extend over them the operation 
of the plan; the litter was thought preferable, 
becaufe it increafed the number of reprefentatives 
for tuch great towns and cities. If, however, 
gentlemen with toexcept them they mays if they 
do, I fhall perfiit to think it neceffary, howevehy 
to add to the prefent number of reprefentatives 
for fuch great towns acd Cities. x 

I beg to obferve that there is a fpecial provilion 
for the Univerfiiy in the plan, which, by acts 
dent, is omitted in the paper. Gentlemen then 
proceed to object to the plan on other grounds 
or rathet attempt to excite an alarm with relp

making the double objection, it would be ont 
ceflury to reply to either, if the inconiiftent ma 
who ie contradiét themfelves, were glene (ole 
cerned; but for the fubjeét it is proper gr? 
cbjestiens fhould be canvaffed. And fir ft that 
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fhould fend members to parliament which did not 
contain a number not lefs than 5000 houles ; is 
that ariftocracy ? In fuch a diftrict every perfon 
having a tenure for a certain time anc to a certain 
amount, having a houfe of a ceviain value and 
term, exercifing a trade for @ certain time and re- 
fident, muft have a vote, fo that the number of 
yovers could hardly be lefs than from 3 to 5000 5 
ss that aritocracy P The number of votes in the 
city of Dublin the lat eleétion did not exceed 
000; the electors in many of the counties did 
not amount to fo many. To fuppofe a diftriét 
containing fuch a number, capable of becoming the 
borough of an individual, is a very improbable 
{yppofition, and contains in it another (uppofition, 
yiz. that there is in fome landed proprietors a gi- 
gantic property, whieh, however, if fo, muft have 
influence in any-plan of reform; an influence 
not arifing from the nature of the plan, but from 
the extent of the property. What then do gen- 
tlemen complain of ? Do they call for an Agra- 
rian larw as the companion of a reform, or co they 
call for fuch a reform as fha!] prevent iand and 
property from having their con ‘tani and invariable 
influences ? Who are the genilemen that com- 
plain of a3 ittocracy ? The repreientatives of twelve 
burgefles, or of certain noble lords. ‘They com- 
plain of the atiitucratic nature of a plan which ex- 
tends the right of eleétion froma borough of 
twelve burzedics to a diftri€t of S000 voicrs. 
Would then 5000 voters, Or 3000 or goo, be the 
private friends, the companions, or the fervants of 
agreat patron? No. What then can be the mo- 
tive of fuch an objeétion on the part of the bo- 
rough proprietors ?. What, but that this planuoes 
not fave the ariftocracy 5 thatis, it is noi a little 
plan that faves a remnant of the patron’s interett 
in his borough, that fhould leave one way, wivat 
ittakes away in another; that fhould compromife 
reform, and while it {peaks plaufibly to the peo- 
ple, would perpetuate the miichief 5 that is, this 
plan isnot a fallacious refurm of parliament. 
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Had it been fuch a reform, it wouid have en- 
countered leis the fury of the patrons of boroughs 5 
and their oppefition is an argument of the integri- 
ty of the plana proof that it goes to the root, 
that it is not a half meafure ; which prefump- 
tion is confirmed by their fecond objection, viz. 
that their plan introJuces democracy. This ob- 
jection to be underitood, requires to be explained. 
Jt by democracy they mean the people, the plan 
does introduce the people; and it would not be a 
reform of the commons houfe in parliament if it 
did not introduce the people, —-Whiat are the com- 
mons? Are they the king and the lords, or the 
reprefentatives of king and lords? Or whatis a 
houfe of commons if it is not the houfe of the 
peopic ? To this charge therefore the plan pleads 
guilty 5 and it would be a criminal experiment, 
indeed, on the confidence of the country if it 
did not incur that fpecies of guilt. But if by 
the people, gentlemen mean the rabble, they are 
too apt to call the people the rabble, and decry 
both under the name of the latter; I fay, if by 
the people gentlemen mean the rabble, the plan is 
innocent of fuch an experiment; to land-holders, 
leafe-holders, houfe-holders, and refident tradef- 
men the plan communicates the right of voting 3 
that is population certainly; but that is popula. 
tion mixed with property and annexed to refi- 
dence; that is, in fhort, the people. What! 
have gentlemen thought proper chat forty thilling 
freeholders fhould have votes, and will they ex- 
Clude farmers for years, houfe-holders and leafe- 
holders of a higher amount, and eftablifhed and 
refident tradefmen ? ‘They think it would feem 
that the mais of property fhould be as little repre- 
ented as the mafs of population; that reprefen- 


tation fhould be founded on neither, but fhould © 
itlelfbe, what itis, a property and acommerce, & 
i think I have anfwered the obje€tions of ariftoe 


cracy and of democracy.

A coward is a phenomenon in our navy, 4 very 
rare chavatter indeed; fo rare that but three 
cptains have been capitally convicted on that 
Charge within thefe 104 years. Thefe were 
captain Richard Kirby and captain Cooper Wade, 
who were tried at Jamaica by a court martial, and 
deing conviéted of cowardice in an engagement 
inthe Weft Indies under admiral Benbow, were 
lentenced to be fhot. They were fent home to 
‘ogland in the Briftol, which arrived at Ply- 
mouth, where they were not fuffered to come on 
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The other captain was Henry Wickham: he 


was taken by the French in the Diamond, on 
Sept. 21, 1693. He was convicted of cowardice, 
and fentenced by a court martial to be imprifoned 
for life. 
wards pardoned and releafed him, but he was ne- 
ver after employed, and ended his days in obfcu~- 
rity. 


Queen Anne, indeed, fome years after- 


Another delinquent indeed, was capt. Thomas 


Smith——He was brolee and difmifled the fervice 
for difafteGtion, rsth March, 1684, bot being 
taken afterwards in the French fervice, he was 
hanged for attempting to burn Harwich—He fuf- 
fered as a traitor, but was no coward. 


Some might inftance admiral Byng, who was 


fhot, in our memory—but the court acquitted 
him of the charge of cowardice, and he died for 
— an error in judgment. 


To the fatal lift we may add, lieut. Baker 


Philips, of the Anglefea —That thip engaged a 
French privateer on the 26th of June, 1745, 
when the captain, Jacob Elron, being killed in 
the action, the command devolved on lieutenant 
Philips, who immediately {truck to thé privateer,

Two convicts under fencence of ‘ranfportation 
brogue-makers from ‘Thomas-ftreet, were deted. 
ed in the very act of efcaping trom Newgateyang 
by means through which, in the darknets of the 
pivht, it would have beenpracticable for them to 
deliver many of the prifoners. The mode which 
they took was as follows : 

Doctor Gamble having attended, according to 
the cufiom of the ftabbath, to perform divine 
fervice, the prifoners affembied in the Chapel, 
which adjoins the platform from which the crim}. 
mals are exeeuted; thofe two men contrived ty 
lurk behind, and concealed themielves in a mof 
furprifing manner under the matting which co. 
vered the floor, When the auditory and Congre. 
gation difperfed, and they were in poffeffion of a 
free ftage to work their purpole, as the apartment 
is never entered unlefs on the fabbath, or when 
executions take place, they began by penetrating 
uowerds, and fucceeded in getting to the root, 
dijplacing feveral of the flates. ‘Their mode of 
operation was fuch as to attonifh every man who 
has beheld it. The hemp which was allowed 
thern to make wax ends of, they contrived to ae 
cumulate by long idleneis, fubtifting in the mea 
time on the jail allowance. With this they twit. 
ed compact ropes fufficient to reach the ground, 
formed with loops, fo as to make a regular ladder 
A pair of lails were fufpended to balance the ap- 
paratus in its defcent, and keep it fteady at the 
bottom. Tisus, as many prifoners as could get 
into the yards might atcend from the interior, and 
deicend by the fame ladder into the freer on the 
other fide, the convicts at top having the com- 
mand of both. Myr. Simpfon, the under-jaler, 
obtained information of the plot, barely in time 
to truftrate it. Heimmediatcly cauted the jal 0 
be furrounded by the guards, and then ruthed 
forward, after having placed fentinels at the v2 
rious doors, and furprifed them in the very 
fact. 

On Saturday laft, by the vigilance and ftritt 
atiention of the keeper of Kilmainham jail and
